Saturday’s agenda included ‘Fruit 
Leather,’ cookie cards and cookie 
heart necklaces, almond-flavored 
fondant rose candies, cherry chip 
cupcakes and cherry parfaits.

R.C. council eyes third-party opinion

In order to avoid the backlash 
of public opinion following a 
successful petition drive ona 
taxpayers’ right-to-vote initiative, 
the Rancho Cucamonga City 
Council is looking for ways to 
prove that the initiative is invalid 
without actually suing its 
proponents. 

Mayor Jon Mikels asked city 
attorney James Markman last 
Wednesday to look into ways 
that the city could get some kind 
of third-party opinion 
invalidating the Cucamonga 
Citizens Coalition Political 
Action Committee (CCC-PAC) 
petition without forcing CCC- 
PAC to go through the expense 
of a lawsuit. 

“| can just see the headlines 
now,” said Councilman Dick 
Dahl, “‘City sues CCC-PAC.”’ 

Mikels’ request came after 
Dahl proposed that the city 
recycle an old solution to its 
predicament now that over 6,000 
people have signed a petition 
saying they would like to have a 
chance to vote on city 
assessments, and the city 
attorney has ruled the petitions 
invalid. 

Markman said the CCC-PAC 
measure would restrict the city’s 
taxation powers, and would bind 
the actions of future councils. 

Dahl asked the council to 
consider at its March 5 meeting 
a resolution establishing a policy 
requiring that the city hold 
advisory elections on 
establishing special assessment 
districts prior to establishing the 
districts. 

The advisory elections would 
not bind the council to follow 
the directions of the electorate. 

Councilwoman Pam Wright 
was roundly criticized by her 
four fellow council members 
when she brought up a similar 
proposal in October. 

Dahl was one of her main 
critics, accusing Wright of 
proposing the advisory vote to 
solicit “personal political public 
support on an issue to purposely 
embarrass the council...” 

When asked why he brought 
up the advisory vote issue after 
criticising Wright in October, 
Dahl said, ‘“‘There seemed to be a 
perception of some people — 
and I’m sure that was a minority 
— that if we are saying that 
we’re not going to move ahead 
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with any additional 
assessments, we should put it in 
writing. 

“It was an effort to counter a 
perceived mistrust of the 
council,”’ Dahl said. 

Dahl called his resolution 
“worthless ... because it only 
states what we intend to do 
anyway. This council has no 
desire to issue any more 
assessments.” 

The proposed resolution 
would exempt assessment 
districts established by the 
Improvement Act of 1911, the 
Municipal Improvement Act of 
1913, the Landscaping and 
Lighting Act of 1972, and any 
assessment district which all 
assessees have agreed to in 
writing. 

The controversial parks 
assessment district established 
by the city last May for the 
development and maintenance 
of two new city parks was 
created under the auspices of 
the Landscaping and Lighting 
Act of 1972. 

Dahl said the advisory vote 
would require a ‘“‘simple 
majority, which is more fair that 
a two-thirds majority.” 
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The CCC-PAC petitions turned 
in Jan. 16 asked that an initiative 
be put on the ballot requiring all 
assessments after April 1, 1985, 
to be subject to a two-thirds vote 
of public approval. 


Mikels said he wanted 
Markman to get an outside 
opinion on whether the CCC- 
PAC petition is valid or not to 
add strength to the city’s 
position and so “it’s not simply 
the city saying ‘your action is 
invalid.’” 


He also said he wanted to 
avoid the appearance of the City 
Council acting in a “‘self- 
serving” and “arbitrary” manner. 


“! perceive it as a problem of 
how the 6,000 people who 
signed the petition perceive how 
Our government functions,” 
Mikels said. 


Markman said he would 
explore the legal alternatives 
available, but said practically the 
only route open to the city was 
to try to get an attorney 
general’s opinion on whether the 
petitions were valid, or to solicit 
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an opinion from another 
municipal law firm. 


“That would not offera 
solution to the perception of the 
problem,” Markman said. ‘‘We’re 
dealing with the perception of a 
large number of people who 
think we’re acting arbitrarily.” 

Markman said the city could 
bring declaratory relief action 


against CCC- PAC, saying the 
measure is invalid, but that 
would force CCC-PAC to spend 
money to defend itself in court, 
or force the group to take a 
default on the action. 


“We didn’t want to sue them 
in addition to telling them that 
their efforts were fruitless,” 
Markman said. 
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R.C. critical of environmental impact report 
City cites several failures regarding mining operation

Current predictions of what it 
will be like to have a mining 
operation in Rancho Cucamonga 
are “vague and misleading,” city 
officials said. 

The city gave thumbs down 
last week to a draft 
environmental impact report 
(EIR) of the proposed Fourth 
Street Rock Crusher Day Creek 
Sand and Gravel Mining 
Operation. 

City Planner Brad Buller, ina 
Feb. 4 letter to county 
environmental analyst Frederick 
Hinshaw, stated that the report 
failed to accurately address land 
use and planning 
considerations, aesthetics, 
population and socio-economic 
factors. 

“Above all, the report has 
failed to identify additional 
significant environmental 
impacts On such areas as land 
use compatibility and local 
planning policies, noise 
nuisance, visual quality, and 
socio-economics,”’ Buller stated. 

The proposed mining 
operation also would include a 
concrete and asphalt plant 
below ground level, and would 
be located on 485 acres of 
unincorporated county land 
three-quarters of a mile north of 
Highland Avenue, one-quarter of 
a mile east of the extension of 
Milliken Avenue, and one mile 
west of Etiwanda Avenue, 
extending north to the water and 
power right-of-way just below 
the city limits. 

Three hundred acres 
surrounding the developed site 
are recommended to be leased 
by Fourth Street Rock Crushers 
of San Bernardino, but retained 
as designated open space. 

A period of public comment 
on the EIR ended Feb. 5. There 
will be an informal public 
hearing on the project Feb. 13 at 
the Lions Park Community 
Center, 9161 Base Line Road, 

Rancho Cucamonga, at 7:30 p.m. 

The hearing, arranged by 


county Supervisor Cal McElwain, 


will allow testimony from 
residents who might not be able 
to attend formal hearings during 
working hours. 

McElwain received $1,224 in 
1985 campaign contributions 
from the Fourth Street Rock 
Crushers, according to his 
periodic campaign financial 
disclosure statement filed Jan. 
chile 

Hinshaw described the 
upcoming hearing as a 
“workshop.” 

He said there will not be a 
quorum of the environmental 
review board present, but he will 
deliver asummary of the 
comments to the board. 

“We're there just to listen to 

any discussion regarding the 























environmental impact report. I’m 
trying to get something more out 
of it than just people’s 
opinions.” 

Hinshaw said that at the first 
environmental review board 
hearing Jan. 21, “it was obvious 
that some of the people at the 
first hearing didn’t read the 
report. 

“We've gotten about 30 
substantive letters, and then all 
the NIMBY (Not In My Back Yard) 
letters,” he said. 

Hinshaw said Friday he had 
not yet read the city’s response 
to the EIR. 

There will be a second formal 
hearing on the EIR before the 
county environmental review 
board at 9 a.m. Feb. 18. 

Hinshaw said the Feb. 18 
meeting will probably not be the 
last hearing on the EIR. He said 
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he didn’t know when a third one 
would be scheduled, though. 

The city’s response to the EIR 
notes that the report failed to 
mention a City Council 
resolution of May 1985 opposing 
the proposed project. 

Buller stated another section 
of the report was “‘misleading”’ 
where it asserts that the project 
is “consistent with these 
(General Plan Land Use) 
designations.” 

“The General Plan has no 
indication that sand and gravel 
mining operations (such as the 
proposed project for 40 years) is 
compatible with the Open Space 
and Flood Control/Utility 
Corridor land use,’’ Buller stated 
in the city’s response. 

Buller also criticized the EIR 
because it did not contain 
photographs of comparable 
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cement and asphalt plants, line- 
of-site drawings, and perspective 
drawings of how the operation 
would look from Highland 
Avenue. 

Ewald Burmeister, vice 
president of Fourth Street Rock 
Crushers, told The Daily Report 
last month that the development 
would not be visible from 
Highland Avenue. 

The city’s response goes on to 
state that there is inadequate 
information about negative 
impacts on existing housing and 
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property values. 

There also are inadequate 
measures to reduce noise levels 
and the report does not take 
wind conditions into 
consideration in its evaluation of 
odors coming from the site. 


Water quality issues are not 
properly addressed, and the 
report should make it clearer 
that the “water conservation 
aspects of the project can be 
accomplished without the 
proposed mining operation,”’ 
Buller stated.

A study on acontroversial 
Upland church/school project 
ordered in November has only 
been partially completed, 
Councilman Frank Carpenter 
found out last week. 

Carpenter asked for the study 
to be completed by March, after 
he led the November reversal of 
a vote against the Life Bible 
Fellowship application to 
convert the Great Rose Packing 
Plant on 19th Street into a 
church and school.

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Upland extends ban on new adult firms

Last week Upland’s temporary 
ban on new adult businesses 
was extended for 10 months and 
15 days while the city attorney 


prepares a permanent ordinance. 


The emergency law prevents 
potential owners of X-rated 
businesses from receiving 
permits until City Attorney Don 
Maroney has prepared a 
permanent ordinance. The time 
extension, which is the 
maximum allowed under state 


law, equals one year when added 
to the original 45-day emergency 
ordinance, Maroney said. A 
second 45-day ordinance expired 
Monday. 

The city first issued the 
emergency ordinance when 
workers at businesses near T&A 
Video at 2121 W. Foothill Bivd. 
brought it to the councit’s 
attention that the store sold X- 
rated products. Those workers 
since have formed a group called 
Communities Against 
Pornography which regularly 
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But when he brought up his 
request again at last week’s 
council meeting, he drewa 
“blank” look from Planning 
Director Bill Young, he said. City 
officials, including City Manager 
Lee Travers, had forgotten about 
that part of the study, Carpenter 
said. He added that he is not 
sure who is responsible for the 
situation, but that staff should 
work to correct it now. 

“The ball was dropped, now 
we can rectify it,” he said. 
“We've lost two to three months 
of what | felt was good planning 
(time).”’ 

Carpenter said Travers will 
discuss the planning with Young 
and the study will get under way. 
It was added to this month’s 
Planning Commission agenda to 
discuss before the council’s 
March vote on the church/school 
project. 

Meanwhile, Mayor Richard 
Anderson and City Engineer 
Fred Blanchard have met with 
Caltrans Director Leo 
Trombatore to suggest solving 
the traffic problem by re-routing 
State Route 30 along the 
proposed Foothill Freeway 
alignment. Trombatore rejected 
plans to divert traffic from 19th 
Street to the suggested new 
temporary road along the route

He said it 
was too expensive and only a 
“partial solution,” according toa 
city memo. 

City officials have not yet 
approached local Caltrans 
representatives as Trombatore 
had suggested. 

The memo also states that a 
development firm is interested in 
building a residential tract in the 
area and has indicated support 
for the relocation of Route 30. 
Carpenter said the developer 
may purchase the vacant land 
north of 19th Street and between 
Campus Avenue on the west and 
a point nearly to the Upland/ 
Rancho Cucamonga border on 
the east. The additional traffic 
from such a development would 
necessitate some kind of 
mitigation, the councilman said. 

When the developer is 
‘reasonably committed”’ city 
staff will once again approach 
Caltrans — this time locally —

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Outgoing principal cites frustration 


By Matt Coker 


Most soon-to-be retirees give 
nothing but sugarcoated reasons 
for ending their careers. 

Ray Rayburn is different. 

“The number one factor is ... 
it’s frustrating trying to run an 
adequate program with 
inadequate resources,” said 
Rayburn, who will retire as Alta 
Loma High School’s principal 
effective Sept. 1. 

Politicians tend to brag these 
days about the increased 
emphasis on public schools in 
the state. 

But Rayburn can look you 
straight in the eyes and say 
without flinching, ‘‘The state of 
California has not put a priority 


on education (that allows a 
school admininstator) to runa 
first-class program.” 

Providing the best learning 
environment possible while 
constantly fighting shortages of 
educational materials has simply 
worn thin on the 25-year Chaffey 
Joint Union High School District 
employee. 

“After awhile,” he said 
Monday, “it begins to get 
heavy.” 

And he “resents” talk about 
the profession needing better 
quality teachers and 
admininstrators. 

“| think we have high quality 
teachers and admininstrators 
doing their jobs. Poor education 
is more a reflection of family life 


and societal problems than can 
justifiably be blamed on the 
persons who operate our 
schools.” 

Rayburn, a native of the 
Whittier area, was a Methodist 
minister for 12 years before 
joining the district as a Montclair 
High School teacher in 1967. 

He served in various 
capacities at school and district 
levels before being named Alta 
Loma’s principal in 1979. 

Since then, Rayburn has 
witnessed “unbeliveable”’ 
growth not just in the northern 
Rancho Cucamonga community, 
but the entire West Valley. 

“That adds to the problems of 
schools,” he said. “With this 
overcrowding, we’re running out 


of classroom space. The state is 
piling students up on us. It’s not 
a good learning situation.” 

Rayburn said he began to 
weigh the possibilty of retiring 
last summer. 

He will turn 60 this August, so 
he is officially retiring in 
September to secure his district 
pension. However, he will take 
vacation time off and will not be 
at Alta Loma past July. 

He plans to “try and do things 
I’ve always wanted to do” once 
he retires. He wouid like to travel 
and continue his weaving and 
stained glass hobbies. 

Charles Uhalley, school board 
president, called Rayburn “a 
great asset to this district.” 

What advice does Rayburn 


have for his successor? 

“! think it’s important for 
whoever is in a principal’s 
position to have a close working 
relationship with parents and 
parent support groups,” he said. 

High school educators have 
the “rare opportunity” of dealing 
with young adults making the 
first important decisions of their 
lives, he said. 

“High school is a time when 
young people learn it is indeed a 
responsibility to be accountable. 
It’s a harder lesson to learn for 
some people than others.” 

It is not a lesson Rayburn will 
miss teaching. 

“V’m always one of those 
persons who finds something to 
do.”

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opcorn — common fodder in movie houses 
and circus tents — has become the main 
course on David Condit’s training table. 

The 46-year-old Rancho Cucamonga resident is 
an “ultra-distance” runner who competes in 50- and 
100-mile races, putting his body through grueling 
tests of endurance that demand he carry as little 
weight as possible. 

To keep his weight down, Condit said he eats a 
bag of popcorn for dinner almost every night. 
Though calories in the puffs of corn are few, the 
food energy is high, he said. “I really like popcorn.” 

That is why Condit, an assistant manager for the 
Upland office of the Automobile Club of Southern 
California, took his mainstay meal to market. 


Today he serves up 50 flavors of popping corn at 
the Popcorn Parlor in Rancho Cucamonga, which he 
established in March, 1985. 


His list of flavors reads like an ice cream menu: 


blue raspberry, 
pistachio, 
maple, 
caramel, 
strawberry, 
toffee, 
watermelon, 


® bubble gum, 
® coconut, 

® cream soda, 
@® pumpkin pie, 
® pina colada, 
®@ and licorice. 

And it doesn’t end there. His menu explores the 
reaches of taste where ice cream would never 
venture: 

@ pizza, 

® hot jalepeno, 

@ sour cream and Chives, 
® barbecue, 

@ bacon and cheese, 

@ taco, 

@ and nacho cheese. 


Condit will tell you there are three categories of 
popcorn: regular, glazed and savory. 

With all of his exotic flavors, Condit said he 
must keep regualr popcorn in high supply because 
it is still a favorite among customers. 

Glazed popcorn encompasses all of the sweet 
varieties, and is made by stirring the puffed kernels 
into a flavored syrup. The mixture is treated with a 


special ingredient that keeps the corn from sticking 
together, he said. 








Savory popcorn, a euphemism for powder- 
flavored popcorn, is the variety that immitates main- 
course meals like tacos and pizza. 

In a back room of the Popcorn Parlor, Condit 
keeps his savory corn in large transparent 
containers that resemble incubators. Lights inside 
the container keep the corn warm and fresh for up 
to 30 days, he said. 

Glazed corn, protected by it’s coat of sugar, will 
Stay fresh for about 80 days, he added. 

With his popcorn business, Condit always has 
something to bring to office buffets at the 
automobile club. ‘Since I’m a bachelor and I’m not 
the greatest cook in the world, when we have 
(potluck) luncheons at work, | bring something | do 
pretty well and that’s popcorn.” 

He said he often eats popcorn with a sandwich 
for lunch, and occasionally takes it along on 
picnics. 


At the Popcorn Parlor, business has picked up in 
the past year. 

Condit said a lot of people come in to buy 
popcorn before they go to the movies, not realizing 
the theaters won’t let them bring food through the 
turnstiles. But, he said, he always tells women that 


they can hide his popcorn in their purses and get 
into theaters undetected. 0

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Valdez soft-pedals anger in comic vehicle

Those who groaned when they 
heard Luis Valdez had written a 
play that was a comedy aimed at 
amainstream audience need not 
fear that the playwright has 
abandoned his anger and 
conscience. 

“| Don’t Have to Show You No 
Stinking Badges,” playing 
through March 1 at the Los 
Angeles Theater Center, packs 
as uncompromising an angry 
punch as anything Valdez has 
written — but this time the 
punch is delivered in a lighter 
and more appealing glove. 

The Chicano playwright 
presents an enjoyable and 
compelling multi-media 
production that is as folkloric as 
his ‘“‘Corridos” despite its 
setting in a typical middle-class 
tract-home in suburban 
Monterey Park. 

The potent advocate of farm 
workers’ unions and founder of 
the activist El Teatro Campesino 
is still incensed by the basic 
injustice inflicted upon people of 
color in the United States, and 
his anger does not take long to 
surface in what begins as a 
broad comedy. 

Connie Villa (Anne Betancourt) 
is a life-loving Chicano actress 
who enjoys the teasing and 
tomfoolery of her equally happy 
husband, Buddy (James Victor), 
who calls himself the “King Bit 
Player.” The two middle-aged 
performers have enjoyed a 
comfortable middle-class life 
performing roles as non- 
speaking stereotyped extras in 
hundreds of films and television 
shows. 

Only recently have they begun 
to win speaking parts, but still 
the roles are either as maids or 
gardners or bordello madams. 

Their careers have allowed 
them to send a daughter to 
school to become a doctor and a 
son to Harvard Law School. 

The play begins with the 
unexpected arrival home of 
Sonny Villa (Robert Beltran) who 
immediately throws the house 
into chaos with the 
» announcement that he has quit 
School to become an actor. 
Adding to the turmoil is his 
introduction of his Japanese- 
American girlfriend, Anita (Patti 
Yasutake). 

But Sonny is not going to be 
an actor like his parents, who he 
feels are being exploited and 
humiliated by a lilly-white 
Hollywood establishment. He is 
going to be a big star, despite 
the “handicap” of race he 


admits forced him out of 
Harvard. 



















He does not buy his mother’s 
rationalization that work in 
stereotyped roles has brought 
the family a good life and, 
“Playing a maid is better than 
being one.” 

Ashamed of his parents’ work 
and uncomfortable in a 
household that he describes as a 
“low-rated sitcom,’’ Sonny sets 
out idealistically to prove that 
his parents were wrong to settle 
for work that perpetuates 
unseemly stereotypes. 

His lack of success at proving 
his parents wrong and the crisis 
of self-doubt it brings Sonny is 
the tension that drives 
“Badges.” 

As Sonny reveals in an earthy, 
sad joke near the play’s climax, 
the play’s theme is the 
schizophrenic nature of being a 
“hyphenated” American 
(Mexican-American, Black- 
American); of being both an 
American believing one is 
equally entitled to the American 
dream and being of Mexican 
ancestry, which some would use 
as an excuse to keep one from 
that dream. 

Sonny is overwhelmed by the 
opposite pulls of being a proud 
Chicano who does nothing to 
undermine his race’s position 
and being a successful 
American who is seduced into 
abandoning his ancestry. 

In one of the play’s most 
touching scenes, Sonny tells of 
denying his ancestry at school 
and of one night, while writing a 
legal brief, ‘removing the 
hyphen” and falling into the dark 
pit that is revealed.

It, too, has not 
been landscaped and piles of 
rocks, concrete and litter 
surround the locked gate. 

“Look at this,” Josserand 
said, motioning toward the pool 
area. “Someone threw their 
Christmas tree here. | mean, this 
is just a trash zone. It was 
supposed to be plush and 
beautiful when we moved in.”’ 

Korando has a letter — as do 
all the residents — from Tom 
Williams, president of Sequoia 
Homes, which is working with 
Curragh, promising to have the 
pool completed by the end of 
January. The letter, dated Dec. 
27, also promises to have the 
landscaping finished by Feb. 15 
and the block walls put in by the 
end of February. 

Recently Josserand, Korando 
and many other homeowners 
attended a meeting with a 
Curragh representative. Neither 
felt much was accomplished at 
the meeting. 

_ But Josserand did pay her first 
installment of the $44 monthly 
development association fees 
that have been due since her 
family moved in.

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Josserand’s block wall and are 
working on others. The residents 
are hopeful, but they’re not 
holding their breath. They’ve 
heard promises before. 

“There’s still the landscaping 
to be done. The pool needs to be 
done,” Josserand said warily. 

But Michael Quigley, an 
Orange attorney who is on the 
board of directors of Curragh 
Corp., said the company is 
undergoing a management 
change that will affect the speed 
of the work. 

Two of the three shareholders, 
including Steven Sanberg who 
was also head of Mark II| Homes 
in Upland, are being phased out, 
Quigley said because of 
“management differences.” 

The corporation recently paid 
a delinquent $55,000 bond for 
sewer work, according to City 
Attorney Don Maroney and is up 
to date on all of its bond money. 

Has Curragh Corp. had money 
problems? 

“! guess you might say that 
that’s partially true and partially 
untrue,” Quigley said. ‘““Sanberg 
has had some extreme difficulty 
in the past with his 
developments in Upland.” 

Quigley said that he was not 
sure if Sanberg’s Mark II| Homes 
actually went bankrupt, but the 
venture was unable to pay some 
of its debts. 

Maroney recalled problems 
with that development about 
nine years ago. 

“He (Sanberg) wouldn’t finish 
things up in the house. He never 
would fix things up,” Maroney 
said, remebering complaints 
from homeowners about cracked 
tiles and peeling paint. 

Part of the reason for 
Curragh’s change in 
management was Sanberg’s 
problems and Quigley said that 
the corporation has terminated 
its contract with his salespeople 
and hired its own. 

About half of the more than 
200 homes in the two tracts of 
the development have been sold 
and the reorganized company 
hopes to sell the rest of them by 
August, Quigley said. 

He said the pool will be 
completed in two months 
because it is an effective sales 
tool when it is running and there 
are children playing in it. 

“There has been some slow- 
down here in the last month or 
so because of the changing of 
the guard,” he said.

Q. With all the recent publicity 
regarding child abuse within 
families, | get a little concerned 
because our two children 
sometimes seem a bit overly 
friendly with each other. They 
are a girl, 10 years old, and a boy, 
8. 

Not that they ever have been 
observed to be involved in any 
questionable activities, but they 
actually prefer each other’s 
company to others who are 
available to them as friends at 
school and in our neighborhood. 
They do have other friends, but 
when the chips are down they 
would rather talk to and play 
games with each other. 

So far | guess that’s pretty 
nice, but is there a danger that 
they might get involved in 
objectionable acts? From what | 
have read they can result more 
from an older boy and younger 
girl rather than the other way 
around. So on that score I’m 
probably ahead of the game. 

What can | do to be sure that 


they stay “just friends” and 
brother and sister? 

A. |f we concentrate on all the 
things that can go wrong when 
we drive a car or walk across 
streets, through accidents in the 
home, due to sickness and 
because of all the threats to 
health and safety we encounter 
every day, it is enough to cause 
us dangerous and profound 
mental anguish. 

It is, of course, wise to try to 
avoid disasters within our 
families, preventing them 
whenever possible through 
observation and communication, 
but parents may go overboard 
sometimes in their concerns. 

So how about relaxing a little 
bit, unless there are concrete 
hints of impending problems. 
Friendships among siblings are 
not unusual. After all, they 
actually are the closest of all 
blood relatives.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 

UPLAND EXTENDING THE ORDINANCE NO. 1370 OF THE 

CITY OF UPLAND RELATING TO THE USE OF PREMISES 

FOR ADULT ENTERTAINMENT FACILITIES 

The City Council of the City of Upland does hereby ordain as 
follows: 

SECTION 1: FINDINGS AND DECLARATION OF INTENT. 

There is now an adult entertainment store furnishing entertain- 
ment and/or selling paraphernalia, books and other supplies for 
adult entertainment and said business is one of first impression for 
the City, requiring the consideration of the potential deleterious 
ramifications relating to the location of said business in the City. 

COUNCIL FINDS THAT: 

1. Certain types of adulf entertainment facilities possess certain 
objectionable operational characteristics which when concentrated 
can have deleterious effect upon adjacent areas. 

2. Location of certain adult entertainment facilities in the vicinity 
of facilities frequented by minors is likely to cause the exposure of 
said minors to adult material which, because of their immaturity, 
may adversely affect them. In addition, the Council recognizes that 
many persons are offended by the public display of certain sexual 
materials. 

3. That special regulation of these uses is necessary to assure 
that these adverse effects will either constitute or contribute to the 
blighting or downgrading of the surrounding neighborhood and 
have an adverse effect on minors. 

4. That by reason of the objectionable operational characteristics 
of the adult entertainment facilities when concentrated and when 
conducted in the proximity of facilities frequented by minors 
causing the exposure of minors to adult material, there is a current 
and immediate threat to the public healty, safety and welfare. 

5. That the approval of permits and/or the continued operation of 
any adult entertainment facility furnishing and/or selling any adult 
entertainment paraphernalia, books or adulf materials or any other 
applicable establishment for said use without a study of the zoning 
in relationship to the type of zones in which the use should be 
placed or the concentration of the uses in the zone and the spacing 
of said uses from other facilities existent which are frequented by 
children and which may be otherwise sensitive or affected by seid 
uses, will result in a threat to the public health, safety and welfare. 

6. That is it necessary to initiate a study by the City to address 
the concerns expressed by the findings set forth above establishing 
the zones in which said uses may operate and to adopt an urgency 
ordinance prohibiting any said uses above mentioned until said 
study is completed. 

SECTION 2. PURPOSE. 

The purpose of this ordinance is to extend the interim ordinance 
above mentioned requiring that every use set forth herein in any 
zone of the City, whether or not said use is permissible under 
existing zoning regulations, may not be wndertaken until a 
comprehensive study is made of the zonings in which said use may 
be appropriate and the conditions under which said use may be 
permitted. 

SECTION 3. URGENCY ORDINANCE EXTENDED. 

The City Council hereby extends the interim ordinance No. 1370 
under the same terms and conditions as are set forth in said 
interim ordinance for a period of ten (10) months and fifteen (15) 
days. No permit or business license shall be processed or granted 
by the City for the purposes set forth in said interim ordinance for 
a period of ten (10) months and fifteen (15) days subject to the 
exemption set for in Section 4 of said interim ordinance. 

SECTION 4: URGENCY IN TAKING EFFECT 

This ordinance is an urgency ordinance and is for the immediate 
preservation of the public peace, health and welfare. The facts 
constituting the urgency are those set forth in the findings above 
mentioned. The City recognizes that it will take substantial time 
for the Planning Commission and the City Council to study and 
consider all the facts required to be studied to make an ordinance 
regulating the zones in which the use being studied may be located 
and the conditions and terms upon which said use might be located 
in the said zones, and which will not be detrimental or injurious to 
the environment of said use. The Council finds that it would be 
detructive to the proposed regulations if, during the period that 
they are being studied subject to public hearing, parties seeking to 
establish said use might do so for the purpose of defeating in whole 
or in part the ultimate objective of the regulations ultimately 
established by the City relative to said use. 

SECTION 5: If any section, subsection, sentence, clause or 
phrase of this ordinance shall for any reason be invalid, such 
holding or holdings shall not affect the validity of the remaining 
portions of this ordinance. The City Council has declared that it 
would have passed this ordinance and each section, subsection, 
sentence, clause or phrase thereof, irrespective of the fact that any 
one or more section, subsection, sentence, clause or phrase thereof, 
be declared invalid. 

SECTION 6: This ordinance shall be signed by the Mayor, 
attested by the City Clerk, and published in the Upland News in 
pursuance to the requirements of the California Government Code.
